LONDON, Deo. 28.—From along the 


coast come reports of great damage by 
the storm. "Wssels in large numbers 
ai e seeking shelter in the harbors and 
there have been wrecks. The gale is BO 
severe in the channel that the Conti- 
nental service was suspended this after- 
noon. 
The blast is increasing at 


Queenstown, \vherj it is reported to be 
the fiercest in years. The mails are all 
delayed. 
The Primrose Hill 
went 


ashore on Penrboe rock, not far from 
Holjhead, where phe broke in pit-ces 
and sank in a fe y minutes 
One man 


out of the thirty five on board was 
sived by a lifeboat. 


One Solid Week 


Marine Disasters. 


LONDON. Dec. 29, 2:00 A. M —A terri- 


ble accident occurred near Taunton 
The breakwater at Watchitt harbor 
yielded to the force of the Btorm and 
was wrecked, permitting a tremendous 
sea to have full play against the ship- 
ping inside. Several vessels weie cast 
adrift and two of them foundered. 
Five were cast in a wild tangle up into 
one corner of the harbor, between a pier 
and a wharf, where they ground against 
each other until their hulls were cruelly 
battered and their bulwarks gone,. The 
damage will reach many thousands of 
pounds. 
The Austrian bark Capricorn 


foundered near Bade, Cornwall, and 
five of her crew were drowned. 
One 


was saved and there are still four on 
board, who will probably all perish 
Two other vessels went ashore on the 
Cornwall coast. 
The bark Bignan was 


wrecked off Trevin, near Cardiff, and 
three of her crew were drowned, three 
others being rescued by rocket lines 
The reports of casualties all along the 
coasts indicate that it has been one of 
the worst storms in years. Several days 
will probably elapse before the full 
extent of the damage, loss of Ufa and 
| shipping, can be made known. 
Fifty 


vessels were torn from their moorings 
in the Thames alone.

TERRIBLE DYNAMITE EXPLOSION. 


KEYSEK, W. VA , Deo. 28 —AtBaker'fi 


camp, near Durbin, on the line of the 
Coal and Iron railroad, (now building 
out from Elkin.) six men are dead and 
several more not expected to Jive, as 
the result of a terrific dynamite explo- 
sion. The accident occurred at noon 
yesterday, while the men were at din- 
ner. The dynamite had been placed 
about the stove to thaw out. The force 
of the explosion completely wrecked 
the camp and killed three of the men 
outright. Three more died soon after- 
wurd, from their injuries. Eight oth- 
ers were terribly hurt. The dead men 
were blown into atoms, and legs, arms 
and other portions of tbeir bodies were 
hurled 
great distances. 
Physicians 


worked ull night over the wounded, 
seveial of whom begged to be shot and 
not peiniitted to live and suffer. In- 
direct communication with the camp 
renders it difficult to get full details.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—The navy de- 


partment today received from two wide- 
ly separated points reports of heroism 
on the part of American sailors. Oapt. 
Cheater of the battleship Kentucky 
forwarded a letter from Bear Admiral 
Servao, commanding the French Seet 


Algiers, which speaks in warm praise 


of the bravery of two American blue- 
ackets in rescuing a French seaman, 
while the Kentucky was ,_at Algiers 
jieut. Comdr. Jesse M. Boper of the 
Petrel sent a report commending the 
unselfish condnot of H. J. Ooze, bos 
pital steward, and the sailors J. D. 
Fuller, 8. A. Oonrser, B. Parsons and 
J. Ward, in risking their lives in a 
smallpox case,While the Petrel lay in 
Manila buy. Tha patient was taken on 
board a hu*k and attended there day 
and night by the steward. Tbe clioute 
and attending circumstances invested 
this action with much danger. Tbe 
sailors formed the funeral party and \ 
afterward had to pass thirty d»ya in 
quarantine and have their clothing all 
lestroyed.

which the late Colonel Strong by a life- 
time of ceaseless energy, business sagaci- 
ty and honesty raised to a pre-eminent 
place in mercantile" ^New Tfork, will" not 
be able to pay its many creditors wore 
than 50 cents on the dollar, notwith- 
standing the" exceptional efforts of such 
men as John Glafliii, Augustus D. Juil- 
Hard and Cornelius N. Bliss to save the 
reputatio* of the firm. 


Nearly two months have elapsed since 


the death of Colonel. Strong, and It is 
nearly seven weeks since the firm, went 
into the hands of .the receiver. So badly 
involved were the affairs of W. Ha. Strong 
& Co. that Mr. Treat, the receiver, 
though aided by a corps of expert ac- 
countants, has not yet been able to pre- 
pare a statement of the assets and lia- 
bilities. 
It is expected that this statement will 


be ready within ten days. The immense 
amount of paper which the firm had out 
is one of the causes of the delay in get- 
ting at its actual condition. No formal 
record in the books of the firm seems to 
have been kept of the notes indorsed, 
and until these mature and are presented 
in some distant bank for payment their 
existence is not known. 


The amount of outstanding paper for 


which the firm was liable at the time 
of Colonel Strong's deaJJi was $1,060,- 
000.

It was im- 
mediately accepted" by Editor McCiillagh 
of Tho Globe-Democrat, and a warm de- 
bate was precipitated between the trwo able 
editors. Tho intensity of feeling grew 
apace, and, as often happens in controver- 
sies of that kind, drafted Into one of scath- 
ing abuse between the editors. It was fun 
for the readers of the rival papers, bat dis- 
agreeable trthd friends of the participants, 
who expect-<d ihat serious trouble would 
result, botli men being courageous and 
daring. 


Finally the vitriolic paragraphs of Edi- 


tor McCullagh stung the other editor with 
such force that he dispatched, a personal 
communication to McCullngh, telling the 
latter that the city of St. "Louis was not 
largo enough for both of them to live in 
at the some time, and that ono or the oth- 
er had to leave the city immediately, and 
since ho himself did not contemplate an 
eju'ly departure McCullagh should govern 
himself accordingly.

Following this 
came a lavish expression of deep regret on 
the part of Tho Globe-Democrat in having 
to announce the sudden and untimely de- 
parture of Editor Hyde of TheKcpublicnn, 
that Mr. Hydo was u man who in his lonj; 
residence in St. Louis had earned the 
esteem and respect of nil who know him, 
und that in his leave taking the city would 
suffer a distinct and irreparable loss. The 
editorial then concluded \\ ith a long bio- 
graphical sketch of Editor Hyde, us if he 
hnd died on the previous day. Tho piitirc 
was even more pungent than had been tho 
editorial p.-?c£iuyh3 previously published 
It was cfloctive, too, for it ended the con 
troversy, and both editors pursued the even 
tenor of their way within a stone's throw 
of each otlu r without further trouble.—

SPICES. 


Whw» th« Well Ktfown Kind* A** Pro* 


cored to* tbe Muk«t. 


Jamaica has tho allspice which gets the 


credit of taking tho place of many different 
spices. 
South -America rejoices In tho 


chile, which is used in great quantities. 
Cinnamon, a small portion of which was 
once held a present which kings were glad 
to receive, is a native of Ceylon and Bas 
been known from the most remote time. 
It was first carried to Europe "by the Arabs. 


assia bark is a relative of cinnamon" and 


Is prized for flavoring liquors and choco- 
late. The Malabar coast of India furnishes 
tho natives with cardamom, and mustard 
comes from the East Indies. 


The spice islands have given the world 


few things more popular than the dried 
buds of a tree smoked and dried in the sun, 
named in Latin, from their resemblance to 
a nail, clavus, and called by us cloves. In 
tho same group a small collection of 
islands aro planted entirely in nutmeg 
trees. Caraway comes from the northern 
and central parts of Europe and Asia, is 
used as flavoring in cooking and drinks, 
and in cheese, cakes anei bread. Sweet mar- 
joram, native of Portugal and the east, is 
eruploj ed as a seasoning, and capers orig 
inally grew wild in Greece and northern 
Africa. Asafetida, which has an unsavory 
reputation among ns, is highly prized as a 
condiment in Persia and India and is used 
in France. 


Sugar, which we class among tho indls- 


pcnsubles, was wholly unknown among 
tho ancient nations, and for that reason 
they used honey as wo use sugar. Honey 
was therefore a very important article of 
diet. Salt was formerly entirely produced 
by evaporation of sea water. If tho entire 
ocean \\ ere dri<xl up, it would yield no less 
than 4,410,300 cubic miles of rock salt, or 
about 14M times the entire bulk of Europe 
above high water mark, mountains and all. 
Evaporation is still practiced on the sea- 
board. Portugal produces annually £60,000 
tons; Spain, S00,000 tons; Italy, 103.000 
tons; Austria, 100,000- tons at points on 
tho coufat.—St. Louis Post-Dispatch.

water is essential, and that impure water 
is one of the most dangerous of drinks, 
than to know how much of it IK required 
chuly.

A steamer called Martha 'Washington 


left the Cincinnati docks late in the night 
of Jan. 7, 1853. She was heavily freighted 
with a cargo consigned to New Orleans 
and the markets of Texas and California, 
In her cabiu were 80 passengers. When 
seven days out, on the coldest night known 
to rivermcn, she burned to the water's 
edge off island Sixty-five, in the Mississip- 
pi river. Despite tho loss of 10 live*, to- 
gether with the cargo, the catastrophe ex- 
cited no more comment at the time than 
many like disasters. In time, however, tho 
captain ami others wero charged with burn- 
ing tbc boat to secure insurance. In n 
famous trial they were acquitted, but be- 
lief in their guilt remained pcneral.
